City Hall bid call 
given Council's OK

City Council last night gave the go- 
ahead to begin advertising for construc­ 
tion bids to build the new Civic Center. 
At the same time, council approved 
an amendment to architect Bob Wong’s 
contract capping his fees at no more than 
$158,000 for designing and supervising 
construction of the projected 26,800 
square foot Civic Center. 
Wong’s fee is based on 8.5 per cent of 
an estimated $1,862,701 in construction 
and landscaping costs. 
Under initial 
plans, the San Francisco-based architect 
would have been paid the $102,000 — the 
same percentage of construction costs 
originally estimated at $1.2 million. 


If construction costs fall below $1.86 
million, Wong’s fee will drop according­ 
ly. However, if costs overrun estimates, 
Wong will not be paid more than $158,000. 
Wong's fee still is below the $170,000 
council okayed for architectural fees in 
the overall $2.25 million Civic Center 
package approved at an early August 
council meeting. 
The motion to authorize city staff to 
advertise for construction bids appeared 
headed for routine approval before Coun­ 
cilman E C. Stevens proposed an amend­ 
ment. Stevens urged council to require 
Wong’s landscaping design to be 


reviewed and approved by the Architec­ 
tural Review Committee. 
“ If we require this of other building in 
the city, we certainly should require it 
for the city’s own project,” Stevens said. 
Councilman Charles Ward instantly 
balked at the idea. 
“ He (Wong) has drawn these designs 
to our specifications and we approved 
them. 
I would sure hate to lose this 
money because we don’t have the right 
eucalyptus tree.” 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers also 
warned, “ We cannot drag our feet on this 
or we’ll lose our grant money.” 
But Stevens as adamant on the point. 
“ These are the same arguments every 
contractor and developer gives us. 
I 
don’t know how we can sit here and make 
ordinances and expect everyone else to 
comply with them and not us.” 
The motion with a provision for ARC 
review passed 4-1 with Ward opposed. 
The city expects to go to bid in a couple 
of days and award a contract sometime 
in December The $2.25 million project 
will be financed with a $1.36 million 
Public Works grant and $890,000 from 
city funds. 
The terms of the federal grant require 
construction to begin within 90 days of 
written notification of the grant award 
which the city expects to receive this 
week 


Construction is expected to take 14 
months with completion in early 1979. 
In the only other item council voted on 
in open session during the relatively 
brief 70-minute m eeting, coun- 
cilmembers unanimously approved a 
clarification change in the Personnel Ap­ 
peals guidelines. 
“ I would like to clarify this,” ex­ 
plained City Attorney Alan Davidson, 
“ to point out that you (City Council) are 
in the driver’s seat and Personnel Ap­ 
peals Board makes recommendations 
only.” 
The motion involved'a section of the 
PAB rules which stated PAB would 
forward their “ decision” to City Council 
and that council would consider the 
4 4 recommendation. ’ ’ 


Council routinely approved the consent 
calendar which scheduled three public 
hearings — to discuss 1978- 79 Block 
Grant projects, rezoning Beattie Park to 
“ Open Space,” and rezoning lots one 
through 31 from "High Density” to 
“ Single Fam ily” for Oct. 18. 


Also under the consent calendar, coun­ 
cil shifted the date from Oct. 18 to Nov. 1 
for a public hearing on a Caltrans 
request that the city consider prohibiting 
parking on sections of H Street to allow 
left turn lanes to be installed on H Street 
between Chestnut and College Avenues. 


Growth limit blasted as

“ We are encouraging multiple housing 
... we see the trend toward the end of 
single family homes." 
This shocker of a remark was made by 
Santa Barbara engineer James Morris, 
chairman of the policy committee in­ 
strumental in drawing up a draft of a 
proposed housing limitation ordinance, 
explaining the proposed plan to the 
Board of Supervisors Tuesday in Santa 
Barbara. 
Others on the committee with Super­ 
visor David Yager, as chairman, agreed 
that the “ great American dream of hav­ 
ing your own home is disappearing.” 
Multiple residential housing, Morris 
added, is seen as “ providing a more ef­ 
ficient use of available resources” under 
a proposed quota system for housing that 
the proposed ordinance would devise. 
But he added the plan “ does not include 
single-family housing,” butplaces it in a 
lower category with lower priority when 
applications came in 
Susan Dewey, of Santa Barbara, 
chairperson of the legal committee at 
work on the ordinance plan, said the 
“ aim is to apportion housing according 
to needs throughout the South Coast” by 
applying priorities to subareas. A person 
m Goleta would not be competing with a 
person in Montecito for housing, she 
said. 
Board Chairman Harrell Fletcher, of 
Santa Maria, was critical of the plan to 
work out housing allotments in subareas 
separately. 


“ I feel that is the wrong theory, as the 
housing problem apclies to the whole 
South Coast.” he said. 
He felt working through subareas 
would be the same as “ drawing fences 
around certain areas ... this could cause 
unfairness.” 
Fletcher added that he found it "dif­ 
ficult to feel that limits on numbers of 
homes had anything to do with the 
problem of housing ... needs must be as­ 
sessed first.” Fletcher also attacked the 
priority system proposed as not likely to 
solve the problems.

"how do you assess the need for certain 
homes?” 
Yager said a “ point system would be 
set up subject to modification of the 
Board of Supervisors “ We feel the stock 
of low density, low-cost housing would 
have the highest priority." 
Fletcher observed that the plan 
devised could spell further housing trou­ 
ble for Isla Vista, as it is high-density 
and fill-ins there could be encouraged 
But Supervisor William Wallace said Isla 
Vista is “ already filled in ” 
Overall needs of the South Coast “ can 
be met along with the desire of in­ 
dividual communities as to how they will 
grow.” said County Planning Commis­ 
sion member Charis Bratt. a housing or­ 
dinance committee member. She added 
“ maps would be set up where you would 
want to encourage or discourage 
growth.” 
Fletcher, referring to the expected 
eventual demise of single-family homes, 
conceded he agreed that “ we must 
revise thinking on what a home or house 
should be” citing for example the need to 
make use of "different materials” for 
future units. “ But I ’m worried about the 


fact that I feel you are not going about 
assessing the needs first,” he said. 
Continued moratoriums of the Goleta 
County Water Districts and other South 
Coast water districts might welt 
“ wreck” such a plan, Fletcher felt. 
But Morris said he didn’t see it that 
way. on the theory the water districts 
“ are looking to the Board of Supervisors 
for guidance.” 
“ This plan is a better solution than 
moratoriums and private well drilling 
circumventing moratoriums,” Ms. 
Dewey told Fletcher at one point. 
Yager said he was confident the South 
Coast public, as a starter, would support 
the plan as the “ public wants to be in­ 
volved in land use planning.” 
“ We want to focus on the rate of 
growth and more narrowly the rate of 
housing units,” he said. “ This plan focus­ 
ses first on the South Coast, but we want 
to enlarge it to include other county 
areas if it is their desire to come in.” 
Housing limitations are needed not 
only because of water problems but tran­ 
sportation problems “ also are arising,” 
Morris said.

Chances of Mideast 
peace meet 'enhanced' 


NEW YO RK (U P I) - President 
Carter said today his whirlwind 
diplomacy with Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan has increased chances of a 
Middle East peace conference opening in 
Geneva. 
Carter told reporters the joint U.S.- 
Israeli agreement emerging from a long 
night of talks by himself and Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance “ have enhanced the 
p o ssib ility of a Geneva Peace 
Conference.* * 
The President appeared pleased He 
said the agreement was “ very produc­ 
tive” in aligning pollicy on how to 
remove roadblocks to the projected con­ 
ference between Israel and her Arab 
neighbors. 
“ Very productive,” Carter said of the 
agreement. But, in his brief talk with 
reporters outside the U.N. Plaza Hotel 
which has served as his White House 
during his two days at the United Nations 
and in New York, the President did not 
lessen the troubles of getting the two 
sides to Geneva. 
“ We’ve obviously got a difficult job,” 
he said.

The President met reporters after 
touring the south Bronx, one of 
America's urban eyesores and human 
trouble spots. Guided by outgoing Mayor 
Abraham Beame, Carter surveyed areas 
blacked out by arson and areas crowded 
with outdated tenements. 
The President talked with residents, 
discussing urban reconstruction plans. 
Carter said he believes the residents now 
know "we are committed.” 
Carter held three hours of talks with 
Dayan, going to bed at midnight Tuesday 
and leaving the Israeli to further talks 
with Vance. 


The prolonged meeting came as a sur­ 
prise because Dayan had been scheduled 
to meet with Carter for little more than 
an hour. 
New building 
valuation up 
$1.2 million 


The construction of 26 single family 
homes added $1.2 million to the new con­ 
struction in the City of Lompoc during 
September, and raised the fiscal and 
calendar year totals to substantial levels 
above last year at this time. 


New construction during the month 
just ended, topped $1.48 million, for a 
fiscal year figure of $8.03 million, com­ 
pared to a figure of $2.31 million last 
year at this time. The September total 
raised the calendar year to $12.74 
million, compared to $6.70 million last 
year at this time. 


September's 26 new single family 
homes raised the fiscal year total to 96 
for a valuation of $4.56 million. 


Boeing strike 
not hurting 
VAFB functions 


SEATTLE (U PI) - The Boeing Co.’s 
production of jetliners has slowed to a 
crawl because of a walkout by nearly 
24,000 machinists against the aerospace 
firm at major plants in Washington and 
two other states 
Several hundred other Boeing workers 
scattered around the country also were 
affected by the strike which began just 
after midnight Tuesday. 
Boeing officials at Vandenberg AFB 
today are still standing by their state­ 
ment issued yesterday that the company 
“ is giving all normal support to VAFB 
functions.” 
Company spokesmen again refused to 
comment on the strike, but Lyle Tim­ 
mons, chief steward for local 751 of 
International Association of Machinists, 
said 44 of 47 union members from 
Vandenberg had joined the strike. 
Yesterday, strikers picketed the main 
gate at the base, but today marched with 
signs at the 13th Street and Titan gates at 
the request of the base commander 
Boeing employs approximately 300 
persons in the Minuteman missile 
program at Vandenberg But, Timmons 
said the majority of these were salaried 
engineers and management personnel 
which wouldn't belong to the union. 
The loss of a cost of living allowance is 
“ really the big strike issue,” according 
to Timmons. 
“ The company has requested that 
within the three per cent (annual pay 
raise) will be the cost of living in­ 
crease,” Timmons said. 
'‘Another issue is we’ve asked for a un­ 
ion shop where new employes pay dues 
for a year, but they don’t have to join the 
union unless they want to. 
“ The company now says not only no to 
a union shop, but they will also take 
away the agency shop.” 
Timmons explained although there are 
“ some peculiarities” for Boeing workers 
at Vandenberg. “ there really aren’t any 
local issues involved in the strike.” 


Company supervisors put finishing 
touches on nearly completed Boeing 
707s, 727s, 737s and 747s but work on 
planes in their early production stages 
was abandoned, a company spokesman 
said. It takes about a year to build each 
of the jets. 


Boeing, which relies on commercial 
jetliners for two-thirds of its business, 
reported record profits and orders at 
mid-year and now has a backlog of $5 
billion with 260 commercial jets being 
built or on order. 


Disappearance of meal 
funding investigated

A police investigation was under way 
today into the reported disappearance of 
funds from the non-profit Lompoc Meals 
on Wheels organization. 
Atty. Gary Dunlap said today that the 
organization “ has no comment at this 
time” to requests for information on 
reports that an estimated $5,000 is miss­ 
ing from the organization’s treasury. 
However, officers of Meals on Wheels, 
yesterday, confirmed that the investiga­ 
tion was under way. Lompoc police of­ 
ficials said the case had been turned over 
to the F B I to determine whether federal 
laws may be involved, because of some 
Community Action Commission funds. 
The FBI, in turn, was reported to have 
turned the case over to the U.S. Attorney 
in Los Angeles 
The case came to light Tuesday, but 
has been known to officers of the 
organisation since mid-summer. Marie 
Garife, president of Meals on Wheels; 
Alice Jackson, coordinator; and Elinor 


Lefkowitz, an officer, all confirmed that 
a large sum of money was apparently 
missing from the treasury. The disap­ 
pearance of funds may stretch over the 
past several years, if initial investiga­ 
tions prove accurate. 


Lefkowitz said “ procedures were 
tightened up at once. Our main concern 
is the recovery of the funds donated by 
all the people, clubs and organizations in 
the area.” 


Officers of the organization became 
aware of irregularities when informed 
by Charlotte Benton, who is a partner in 
a bookkeeping company that serves non­ 
profit organizations for a fee. Apparent 
shortages occurred because money that 
should have been deposited into the 
organization’s bank account was not 
recorded by the bank. 
Meals on Wheels provides hot meals in 
the home to those who are unable to 
prepare their own meals. Funds come in 
part from recipients of the meals and in 
part from community donations 
Senator Dole tags canal 
treaties unacceptable' 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen Robert 
Dole argued today the Panama Canal 
treaties are “ grossly unacceptable” in 
vital areas and must be renegotiated to 
clarify and guarantee American rights 
already being disputed by Panama. 
In testimony prepared for the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee’s hearings 
on the controversial treaties, the Kansas 
Republican said. 
“ We should amend if necessary and 
register reservations if necessary, and 
at that point the bat! is in Panama’s 
court. If they refuse to reconsider these 
points, then the blame is theirs, not ours. 
But I suspect that they will be ready to 


renegotiate rather than lose these 
treaties which give them so much.” 
Dole, the first of several senators ex­ 
pected to offer amendments to the 
treaties, released a State Department 
cable Tuesday which he said showed 
“ beyond a doubt” Panama rejects the 
U.S. claim of a permanent right to in­ 
tervene to protect the canal’s neutrality. 
The cable, sent last Thursday by the 
U.S. embassy in Panama to Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, q u o t e d Panama­ 
nian negotiator Carlos Lopez Guevara as 
saying: “ Panama cannot agree to the 
right of the U.S. to intervene. Interven­ 
tion is simply forbidden by international 
law.” 
Brown tells aides to draft 
new property tax bill

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov 
Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. today said he has 
ordered his financial advisers to draft a 
new property tax relief bill in an effort to 
meet the objections of legislators who 
twice defeated tax measures he sup­ 
ported. 
At a news conference, Brown said he 
was reluctant to call a special session of 
the legislature to deal with property tax 
relief for homeowners and renters until 
he has a “ clear indication that it’s possi­ 
ble to enact a bill.” 
Without such a sign, he said, a special 
session would “ waste taxpayer money 
and generate a lot of smoke, but not 
much heat.” 
The governor said he ordered Depart­ 
ment of Finance Tax experts “ to go back 


to the drawing board to come up with the 
best bill they can.” 
In the final hours of the legislative ses­ 
sion last month, Senate Republicans plus 
one Democrat defeated a property tax 
bill that was scaled down from a $4.1 
billion measure that was killed two 
weeks earlier. 
Brown said a new bill would be 
designed to meet the objections of 
Senators who who blocked passage. 
The governor said the defeat taught 
him “ that a bill of that magnitude needs 
an extended period of education between 
my office and the Senate and the As­ 
sembly.” 
“ There are partisan differences, there 
are inter-house rivalries, there are intra­ 
house rivalries,” Brown said. 


Housing limit 
draft presented 


Final draft of a policy outline 
for the proposed housing lim ita­ 
tion ordinance which is planned 
to be applied initially for the 
South Coast and in North 
County areas where it may be 
favored i»ter was..presented 
Tuesday to the Board of Super­ 
visors by a special comm ittee 
headed by Supervisor David 
Yager, of Montecito. 
Policy com m ittee chairman 
Jam es Morris, Santa Barbara 
engineer, said such a plan, if 
adopted, “would not add one ex­ 
tra em ploye to the county 
staff.” 
H ousing u n its for high- 
density, close-in urban areas 
will be given high priority and 
rural a rea s le s s p rio rity , 
although housing in viab le 
agricultural areas will not be 
neglected, he showed. 
The final draft as presented 
Tuesday to the county board 
represents majority thinking of 
the committee. Yager said. 
It is as follows: 
“The ordinance will apply 
only to the 
unincorporated 
areas of the South C oast, 
therefore the housing stock 
growth rate will be effective 
solely outside any incorporated 
areas in the region covered by 
the ordinance. 
The area subject to regula­ 
tion will be divided into sub- 
areas (C arpinteria V alley, 
Summerland, Montecito, Santa 
B a r b a r a -M issio n C a n yon , 
Goleta. Isla Vista). Each sub- 
area will receive an allocation 
of housing units based upon a 
percentage of its existing hous­ 
ing stock and consonant with 
the building rate established by 
the ordinance. Allocations for 
each sub-area will be made on 
an annual basis and will be sub­ 
ject to a quarterly review with 
a maximum of 25 per cent of the 
annual allocation available in 
each of the first three quarters 
of each year of operation 


T h e r e a fte r , th e q u a rter ly 
allocation shall be the dif­ 
ference betw een the actual 
number of permits issued in the 
previous three quarters and 100 
per cent of the total annual 
allocation 
Project priority determ ina­ 
tions will be made at the tim e 
of building permit application. 
All applications shall be rated 
according to housing type and 
location , 
including 
m obile 
houses, and shall be designated 
or defined by units per acre. 
The rating system used to 
determine project priority will 
be generally as follows: type — 
(1.) Hi density (2.) Low-density 
multiple and (S.) Single family; 
location — (A.) Close-in, fill-in 
(B .) Suburban (C.) Rural. No 
f in e tu n in g o f p r io r it y 
preference, such as whether 1- 
B w ill outrank 2-A or vice 
versa, has been attem pted. 
Such decisions will have to be 
made on the basis of variables 
as to availability of existing 
utility services, transportation, 
etc. 
Locations, i.e.; close-in, sub­ 
urban and rural, shall be drawn 
on maps and the delineation of 
each shall be based upon ser­ 
vice availability, agricultural 
v ia b ilit y , 
tr a n s p o r ta tio n 
requirements, air quality and 
other such basic service and/or 
safety considerations as shall 
be legally and publicly es­ 
tablished. The maps shall be 
prepared 
by the P lanning 
Department with the advice 
and concurrence of the General 
Plan Committee for each area. 
A low percentage reservation 
for single fam ily houses in rural 
locations will be maintained. 
Any changes in the ordinance 
which are solely in the province 
of the Board of Supervisors are 
recommended to occur in non­ 
election years and not become 
effective for one year after 
such action.”

Forest land review 
announced by feds 


A LB U Q U E R Q U E, 
N.M. 
(UPI) — Assistant Agriculture 
Secretary Rupert Cutler today 
announced a program to review 
nearly 68 million acres of 
National Forest land for possi­ 
ble inclusion in the govern­ 
m ent’s national w ilderness 
system. 
Cutler announced the effort in 
a speech prepared for delivery 
to the Society of American 
Foresters. 
He said current “ piecemeal” 
policies of designating wilder­ 
ness areas — which are kept 
free of activities such as 
lumbering — have not been 
satisfactory. 
The old system failed to in­ 
clude eastern forests in the 
evaluation program, he said. 
Cutler said the new program 
will have two primary aims — 
to d e te rm in e w hich un­ 
developed areas should be put 
in the Forest Service’s “ quality 


national wilderness preserva­ 
tion system” and to determine 
which areas should be removed 
from wilderness consideration 
and devoted to other uses. 
The official promised the 
public will be made a “ full 
partner in each step of the 
(new) selection, from the in­ 
itial inventory through the final 
selection of alternative recom­ 
mendations to Congress.” 


A list of roadless areas to be 
reviewed will be announced 
later this month for public com­ 
ment. Cutler said. 


The National Forests admin­ 
istered by the Forest Service 
under Cutler’s direction contain 
a total of 187 million acres. Of­ 
ficials said 13 million acres 
have already been designated 
for wilderness protection treat­ 
ment. and another 67.5 million 
acres will be reviewed in the 
new study.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare today an­ 
nounced a settlement with 28 
states to resolve a decade-old 
welfare spending dispute be­ 
tween the states and the federal 
government. 
The agreement, if approved 
by Congress, would require 
HEW to pay $532 million to 19 
states and would drop federal 
claim s totaling $830 million 
against 22 states. Thirteen 
states are in both groups. 
More than half of the disputed 
$2.4 billion — earlier HEW es­ 
timates had said $2.6 billion 
was being disputed — will be 
wiped off the books as a result 
of the agreement, a total of $1.3 
billion. 
In New York, the settlement 
would result in HEW paying 
$214.4 million out of $914 million 
that had been withheld from the 
state because of d isagree­ 
ments over the spending of 
social service funds for needy 
persons from 1969 to 1975. HEW 
also would drop a claim of $490 
million against the state. 
The announcement did not 
say whether the states, as part 


of the agreement, would drop 
their claims to the rest of the 
money. 
The case has swirled through 
the courts since the early 1970s. 
at one time involving nine 
separate suits against HEW. 
Initial court decisions favored 
the states. 
“ The agreement removes a 
m ajor, long-standing barrier to 
accomplishing our goal of bet­ 
ter federal-state relations,” 
HEW S e c r e t a r y Jo s e p h 
Califano said in a statement. 


He said it would settle the 
largest financial dispute be­ 
tween the federal government 
and the states and termed the 
dispute “ a nagging irritant” in 
federal-state relations.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress may take most of the 
steam out of a major Supreme 
Court case attacking mandato­ 
ry retirem ent provisions of 
company pension plans affect­ 
ing millions of workers. 
While the court — sometimes 
referred to in the past as the 
“ nine old men” — weighs the 
m eaning of the 1967 Age 
Discrimination in Employment 
A ct, law m ak ers are busy 
changing it. 
On Tuesday the justices, 
seven of whom are 60 or older, 
heard the case of a United Air 
Lines engineer who was forced 
to retire at 60 against his will. 
Justice Harry Blackmun, 68, 
raised a ripple of laughter by 
remarking about his and his 
colleagues’ ages. 
The lawsuit was started by 
H arris McMann, a F airfax 
Va., resident who was em ­ 


ployed by United as a pilot in 
1944 He joined the pension plan 
in 1964 
The law bars discrimination 
against persons 40 to 65 but says 
employers may “ observe the 
terms of a bona fide ... retire­ 
ment ... plan which is not a sub­ 
terfuge” for discrimination 
against older workers. 
When McMann sued, U S 
District Judge Albert Bryan of 
Alexandria. Va., relied on this 
language in a decision for the 
company. But he was overruled 
by the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals 
United argued that its 36- 
year-old plan could not possibly 
be a subterfuge for evading a 
1967 law. But the circuit court 
said the plan evaded the pur­ 
pose of the act, which was to 
allow people to continue work­ 
ing to 65. 
The opinion said th ere 


wouldn’t be any sense to a law 
which forced a worker to retire 
at 60 but at the same time 
prohibited an employer from 
refusing to hire him. Early 
retirement must hinge on an 
economic or business purpose 
and not on age alone, it said. 
The House has now passed an 
amendment raising the top age 
to 70 and saying: “ Involuntary 
retirement of any employe 
shall not be required or permit­ 
ted by any ... employe benefit 
plan because of the age of the 
employe ” 
Ju stice William Brennan 
asked McMann’s lawyer. Fran­ 
cis McBride, what would be left 
of the original pension provision 
if this language is finally 
enacted into law 
McBride said there might be 
discrimination with regard to a 
health plan affecting an em­ 
ploye hired at a late age. 


Sweden accuses European Reds 
of human rights violations

(U P I) — Sweden accu sed 
eastern European Communist 
countries today of seriously 
violating the human rights 
provisions of the 1975 Helsinki 
Accord. 
Sweden said that people in the 
Eastern bloc are subject to 
“ humiliation and persecution” 
just because they want to enjoy 
their fundamental rights. 
Swedish Undersecretary of 
State Leif Leifland made the 
accusation in the second day of 


the Belgrade Conference being 
held to review the Helsinki 
agreement. 
It was a continuation of what 
has emerged as a concerted 
Western drive to get the Com­ 
munist countries to live up to 
human rights commitments un­ 
dertaken at Helsinki two years 
ago. 
Leifland said: 
“ We feel strongly for people

Transport secretary says 
motorists drive too fast 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) -

S e c re tary 
Brock Adams says motorists 
are driving too fast and he 
wants the nation’s police chiefs 
to slow them down to 55 mph. 
“ After two years of slower 
speeds and fewer fatalities 
drivers are returning to their 
old habits.” Adams told the an­ 
nual conference of the Inter­ 
national Association of Police 
Chiefs Tuesday. 
The national speed limit was 
put into effect in 1975 as a fuel 
conservation measure A side 
benefit, Adams said, was the 
substantial decrease in traffic 
accidents. 
In his speech, Adams an­ 
nounced a three-point program 


to counter the lack of com­ 
pliance with the speed limit. 
The program would include 
incentives to states, where 
enough drivers are in compli­ 
ance with the speed law. States 
where many drivers do not 
comply would face the loss of 
U.S. highway funds. 
Adams urged the police 
chiefs to support legislation 
that would ban the use of 
devices that can detect radar 
speed traps. 
“ The only purpose of the 
radar detector is to help the 
motorists beat the system ,” he 
said. “ Highway safety is not a 
game and I do not think we 
should permit this kind of 
gamesmanship.”

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Lack of lead agency slows down 
handicapped facility development

The lack of a lead agency to 
develop, construct and manage 
Lompoc's proposed Rainbow 
Plaza is slowing development 
of that supportive residential 
care facility 
An Ad Hoc Citizen’s Steering 
Committee, under the auspices 
of Mental Health Services has 
been studying the feasibility of 
such a facility for over 18 
months, but according to all 
sources, plans for the Plaza re­ 
main indefinite 
Rainvow Plaza, explained 
Mai Anderson of Mental Health 
Services, will be around 36 units 
in a residential setting for peo­ 
ple with physical, developmen­ 
tal or mental handicaps who 
are in need of supportive care 
facilities 
Anderson said, other than 
private Board and Care homes 
in the South County, there are 
no such facilities in the Lompoc 
community. 
“Some people from this area 
have had to go elsewhere for 
care." said Anderson 
"And 
they should be here *’ 
Plaza tenants would pay rent 
and fees to a management cor­ 
poration to cover operating 
costs of the facility Anderson 
said most residents would be 
eligible for Supplemental 
Security Income through the 
Social Security Administration 
to defray costs 
Tentative plans for the Plaza 
call for one and two-bedroom 
units, most with complete 
kitchen facilities and a central 
dining hall 
“ The aim is to make it 
residential, not just in­ 
stitutional," said Anderson 
We want to de-emphasize in­ 
stitutionalism The Plaza would 
look like apartments or con­ 
dominiums " 
Anderson said many suppor­ 
tive care programs reinforce a 
tenant’s dependency The goal 
of Rainbow Plaza would be “to 
create an environment for peo­

Prosecutor says Hoover 
tapped Newton's telephone 


OAKLAND (UPI) - The late 
FBI director J. Edgar Hoover 
personally ordered a telephone 
tap at the home of Black 
Panther leader Huey P. Newton 
in 1970, an Alameda County 
prosecutor disclosed Tues­ 
day. 
Tom Orloff, an Alameda 
County assistant district attor­ 
ney, said the phone tap was in­ 
stalled in November 1970 and 
disconnected in July 1972. But 
Orloff said even if the tap was 
illegal it has no bearing on the 


c u rre n t ch arg es a g a in st 
Newton. 
Newton is scheduled to go on 
trial for the murder of a 17- 
year-old Oakland girl and the 
pistol-whipping of an Oakland 
tailor. Newton says the charges 
are part of a continuing attempt 
by the government to frame 
him. 
A letter from Hoover to 
Thomas Cahill, then head of 
security for Pacific Telephone 
Co., requesting the tap at New­ 
ton's Oakland apartment, was 


included among documents in­ 
troduced Tuesday at a pre-trial 
hearing for Newton along with 
records of calls in and out of the 
apartment. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney John 
Barg is seeking to quash sub­ 
poenas by Newton’s lawyers 
seeking inform ation about 
Newton from the files of the 
FBI, CIA and three other 
federal agencies.

Modest meat price rise

Judge refuses 
to stop work 
on Tahoe hotel 


STATELINE. Nev. (UPI) - 
Construction crews resumed 
full-time work on the controver- 
sial Park-Tahoe Hotel and 
casino Tuesday following a 
federal judge’s refusal of a 
request by two conservationist 
groups to block further work. 
Construction on the 14-story 
hotel was halted in August when 
a temporary restraining order 
was issued on grounds the 
facility did not m eet en­ 
vironmental standards 
But U.S. District Court Judge 
Robert Battin, in an order filed 
Monday, turned down a request 
by the League to Save Lake 
Tahoe. Inc and the Sierra Club 
for a preliminary injunction 
against the Park Cattle Co., 
developer of the project. 
The Park-Tahoe Hotel would 
have 446 rooms and occupy 
40.000 square feet. It is located 
on a 34-acre site and includes 
two 500-car garages and four 
tennis courts. 
The environmental groups 
said the Nevada-California 
Tahoe Compact takes prece­ 
dence over local ordinances and 
agreements and the company 
never had a valid construction 
permit 
But attorneys representing 
the owners had satisfied all 
land use ordinances pertaining 
to the property. 
The controversy centers on a 
Tahoe Regional Planning 
Agency rule allowing 50 per 
cent of a site to be covered with 
“impervious’’ material but the 
conservationists maintain a 30 
per cent figure is applicable 
Developers argued the only 
reference restricting construc­ 
tion to 30 per cent of the site 
came in disputed material and 
maps prepared by the U S. 
Forest Service.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Retail meat prices in the first 
half of 1978 will be “modestly” 
above the same period this 
year, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment says. 
The forecast cam e in a 
livestock and meat situation 
summary report which also 
softened earlier department 
predictions of improved farm 
prices in 1978 for high grade 
grain-fed beef cattle. 
The report also said that the 
average American consumer 
may eat more beef, pork, lamb 
and poultry this year than ever 
before. 
Final figures for 1977 may 
show consumption of red meat 
up to about 193 pounds per 
person — a figure based on car­ 
cass weights, not the smaller 
amount of trimmed and cook 
beef people actually eat — with 
poultry consumption up to 41 


pounds per capita, the report 
said. 
The combined total of about 
243 pounds would be 2 to 3 
pounds above last y e a r’s 
record. 
E xperts said th at while 
overall beef production would 
decline next year because of a 
continuing drop in slaughter of 
grass-fed animals, production 
of grain-fed beef from next 
January through June may be 3 
to 4 per cent above a year 
earlier. 
. “The suggested increase in 
fed beef supplies argues against 
significant price improvement 
(for farm ers) in fed cattle 
through much of 1978,” officials 
said. 


E xperts who earlier had 
p red icte d Jan u ary -M a rch 
prices for choice grade steers 
at Omaha averaging $42-$44 a 
hundredweight, for example, 
lowered the prediction to the 
$40-$42 range in the latest 
report. Analysts said April- 
June prices next year may 
average $42-$44 compared with 
$41.77 for the same period a 
year earlier. 


In short-term forecasts, ex­ 
perts said consumers will see 
retail pork prices declining 
modestly through the rest of 
this year following a 10 per cent 
summer increase.

In California, all a handicapped person 
needs is a letter from his doctor, and the 
Department of Motor Vehicles will give 
him special plates that entitle him to 
park in areas marked “reserved for the 
handicapped ” He may also park by 
parking meters free. 
One argument against these plates is 
that muggers tend to spot victims by 
their cars and lay in wait for them. So for 
those who feel threatened, placards that 
can be removed in isolated or high-risk 
neighborhoods are available.

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Man from Utah sees new 
hydrogen economy need 


PROVO, Utah - (NEA) - 
For more than a century awed 
and confounded youngsters 
have been growing up on the 
instruction of Jules Verne. 
Roger E Billings, however, is 
making a career of it. 
When he was 13 Billings was 
conducting experiments using 
hydrogen as a fuel. When he 
was 16 he toured science fairs 
to suggest hydrogen would one 
day replace hydrocarbons as 
the major energy source. 
Before graduating from 
college he was running a lawn 
mower, a Model A Ford and a 
Volkswagen according to 
Jules Verne’s vision. 
Precocious kid0 Decidedly. 
And though others snickered 
at the youthful egghead's 
ideas, he is today enjoying a 
Fultonesque last laugh. Now 
28, Roger B illings is a 
millionaire, a corporation 
president, and as a leading ex­ 
ponent of hydrogen energy he 
may well be one of the most 
potentially important men in 
this energy-worried world. 
He doesn't look like a bud­ 
ding magnate, nor a prophet 
either Short, blond, squeaky 
clean, he has no neck and his 
suits look as if they’ve come 
from the window at J.C. 
Penneys He says his baby 
face is a burden; once, as 
honored speaker at a scien­ 
tific dinner, Billings had to 
prove his age before being 
allowed in the hall 
But what he lacks physical­ 
ly, he more than makes up in 
genius. Former Utah Sen. 
Frank Moss calls Billings 
The Wizard of Provo,” and 
with good reason If Billings is 
right, world energy problems 
are strictly short term , he in­ 
sists there’s enough fuel in our 
water alone — hydrogen — to 
light our lamps until kingdom 
come 
H ydrogen, as B illings 
demonstrates it, is the most 
common element in the un­ 
iverse Along with oxygen, it 
is a major compound of the 
water which covers two-thirds 
of the earth It is colorless, 
tasteless, odorless, but as a 
fuel it may have limitless 
value; ergo. Billings and some 
others foresee the world 
e n te rin g a “ h y d ro g en 
economy.” 
Aside from being abundant, 
hydrogen is also the lightest of 
the elements Unlike electrici­ 
ty, it can be stored. Unlike 
petroleum, natural gas, coal, 
even wood, it is all but free of 
pollutants What's more, the 
hydrogen fuel process is cir­ 
cular when hydrogen is burn­ 
ed, it vaporizes, and the water 
can be used to make more 
hydrogen. 
But is it practical? Billings 
admits that for most of the 
two centuries since its dis­ 
covery, hydrogen has been un­ 
wieldy and unsafe Bulky in 
both its liquid and gaseous 
state, it is also highly flam­ 
mable. It was 40 years ago 
that the airship Hindenberg, 
loaded with 6.7 million cubic 
feet of hydrogen, exploded in 
New Jersey 
Then m I960 it was found 
that hydrogen could be com­ 
pressed and more or less safe­ 
ly stored in ‘ rocks” made of 
iron and titanium This dis­ 
covery was a giant step 
forward in Billings pursuit of 
a hydrogen economy. The 
young inventor now puts the 
rocks, called hydrides, in 
vehicular fuel tanks and 
powers the machines with in­ 
jected hydrogen. 
Billings drove a hydrogen 
fueled Cadillac Seville in Jim­ 
my Carter's presidential in­ 
auguration He has a hydrogen 
powered bus operating in 
Provo, and one also in River­ 
side, Calif Presently, he is 
converting 10 imported cars to 
hydrogen, for public sale. 
Next year it will be 100 cars 
And after that: “ Millions. I 
hope ” 


Billings hopes are not to be 
easily dismissed 
When he 
entered Brigham Young 
University here in 1968 he told 
advisors he hoped to build the 
first hydrogen energy com­ 
pany in America; precisely 
five years later, he did. It was 
during the BYU period that he 
built his hydrogen VW, it won 
a national contest for urban 
vehicle design 
When he graduated, still 
precocious but also broke. 
Billings talked the govern­ 
ment into letting him start his 
firm in an old Quonset hut at 
Utah s largest mental institu­ 
tion That was in 1972, one year 
before the Arab energy 
boycott At the time, few gave 
even scant attention to 
Billings, and precious fewer 
gave research money. 
As a corporation, Billings’ 
early business was a little 
more than nothing. In 1973 he 
had 89,572 worth of research 
contracts. 
“When I hired,” 
Billings recalls, "I couldn’t 
afford to get anyone with ex­ 
perience,” hence he lured 
youths like himself who had 
more brilliance than financial 
need 
Even with brilliance, 
though. Billings could not 
have made it with hydrogen 
visions alone 
Fortunately, 
while inventing things for the 
fuel concept, he and his 
associates created a compact 
“ fourth generation com ­ 
puter” which they then 
manufactured for sale on the 
open market. Things have 
skyrocketed for Billings since 
Today, the Billings Energy 
Research Corp employs 100 
people ami is housed in a new 
82 7 million plant on the edge 


of a 388 acre, Billings-owned 
industrial park. This year 
Billings has 81.5 million in 
research contracts, stock has 
gone from 15 cents a share to 
nearly 818. and world industry 
is surrounding the firm with 
requests and ideas. 
Billings says Detroit auto 
executives are on his phone 
daily One “major petroleum 
com pany” has agreed to 
finance a 8200 million coal 
gasification plant to make 
hydrogen. As of now, accord 
ing to one federal report, 
Billings is responsible for 
almost half (16) of all U.S. 
vehicles that have been con­ 
verted to hydrogen operation. 
Indeed, some companies in 
America are beginning to 
wonder why they didn’t think 
of the hydrogen potential 
before Billings Certainly the 
potential has never been a 
secret. Hydrogen’s properties 
have been known since 1766, 
when scientists stopped call­ 
ing it “inflammable air " It 
has been used as a fuel for a 
half century. 
Until the 1950s, coke and 
coal w ere con v erted to 
hydrogen which fueled many 
of the nation's homes and fac­ 
tories. Chicago still imports 
11 tons of liquid hydrogen dai­ 
ly, and the space program has 
powered its rockets with 
hydrogen for 30 years Many 
industrial pipelines still exist, 
near Houston, for example, 
and Buffalo. 
Like electricity, hydrogen is 
a secondary fuel in that it 
must be manufactured from 
prim ary sources. Billings 
believes gasified coal should 
be the primary source Others 
say that nuclear plants, built 
far at sea, would be ideal 
manufacturing plants; water 
there could be passed through 
hot plasma to create enor­ 
mous supplies. 
R o g er 
B illin g s sa y s 
hydrogen fuel could be 
delivered to homes and fac­ 
tories by way of existing 
natural gas pipelines. Also, it 
could be carried in hydride 
tanks, much the same as 
propane gas is now 
Most 
home appliances could be 
c h e a p ly 
c o n v e rte d 
to 
hydrogen, for about 8250, 
Billings says, autos can also 
be readily made over. 
And hydrogen energy might 
even be created in homes with 
use of “electrolyzers.” These 
machines shoot electricity 
through water to separate the 
hydrogen Billings has a small 
electrolyzer that can recharge 
the hydrides in an automobile 
tank; today the unit cost is 
810.000. but in mass use the 
price would drop sharply. 
There are, of course, not a 
few impediments to this kind 
of hydrogen economy. Cost is 
one: hydrogen production is 
currently several times as ex­ 
pensive to produce as oil or 
natural gas Also, it must be 
remembered that as a secon­ 
dary fuel source, hydrogen 
requires vast amounts of 
primary energy to become 
usable energy itself. 
Also, hydrogen storage is a 
bother 
Even with hydride 
rocks, the fuel cannot now be 
compressed enough to meet 
anything but minimum power 
demands 
Billings Cadillac, 
for instance, can only go 100 
miles on a tank, and it takes 
several days to recharge the 
tank, unfortunately, a larger 
tank would be prohibitively 
heavy and expensive. 


foresight “We have adequate 
fuels from hydrocarbons now 
but some day we won't; what 
we have to do is get hydrogen 
ready for that day 
Thus Billings’ hydrogen 
vehicles are merely the first 
chapter in a long book The 10 
imported cars now being con­ 
verted for testing are com­ 
pact, with small hydride 
tanks, and will get only about 
50 miles per hydrogen load So 
limited, the cars must be dual 
fueled, i.e., when necessary 
they must be switched to gas 
power. 
Still, the cars are a good 
start, says Billings. “ The 
vehicles are showing, for one 
thing, that they are 50 per cent 
more efficient than gas 
models.” Engine wear is also 
reduced; Billings expects his 
buses to run 300,000 miles on 
their existing power plants. 
As for cleanliness, “Air going 
out of the cars is better than 
that coming in 
Next, the Billings Energy 
Research Corp. will build 38 of 
the first hydrogen powered 
homes in America, one of 
which is for Billings, his wife 
and three children. After that, 
the company plans to con­ 
struct a hydrogen farm, total­ 
ly self sufficient, capable of 
manufacturing as much fuel 
as is needed to grow the grain 
and milk the cows. 
It’s still a long way to the 
hydrogen economy, Billings 
admits, yet it’s quite a way. 
too. from the days he was 
soapboxing at science fairs 
Still precocious, he insists the 
day is not really so distant 
when Americans will have the 
option of buying a hydrogen 
car and then making fuel for it 
with an electrical outlet and 
water hose 
The Wizard of Provo knows 
this dream is a large one 
Currently, the U.S. manufac­ 
tures a mere 2.2 trillion cubic 
feet of hydrogen a year; hun­ 
dreds, perhaps thousands of 
times this amount would be 
needed in the hydrogen 
economy 
Yet the time to 
begin is now, says Roger 
Billings We dare not delay 
the future. Jules Verne would 
agree 


Garry Davis fights for world 
citizenship; faces trial on issue 


H ugs, 
kisses for 
b en efits 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
It has been three decades 
since Garry Davis had his mo­ 
ment 
He was 26, mankind 
was recovering from world 
war, and atom bombs were 
popping with regularity on 
islands in the Pacific. Davis 
looked around, did not like 
what he saw, and decided it 
was time for the human com­ 
munity to redefine itself 


The Germans had made por­ 
nography of the old idea of 
patriotism, Davis said. The 
war slaughter indicated loyal­ 
ty must have a higher calling 
than mere nationhood Accor­ 
dingly. he renounced his U.S. 
citizenship (in 1948), became 
instead a “citizen of the 
world.” and dedicated himself 
to an old but elusive proposal: 
global government. 
He became an instant con­ 
troversy 
Many Americans 
condemned him as a traitor or 
screwball, but some European 
intellectuals insisted he made 
perfect sense In 1953. claim­ 
ing th a t n a tio n s m ust 
cooperate rather than com­ 
pete. Davis, a one-tim e 
bomber pilot and oscrure 
comedian, founded a “world 
government” in the “name of 
humanity ” 
Alas, Davis' moment was 
short lived He did what he 
could to generate publicity, 
such as steal into Buckingham 
Palace in what he said was an 
escape from unenlightened 
British police. But the novelty 
of his peristence wore thin 
Over the years he has been 
arrested two dozen times, 
and, for the most part, no one 
has cared 
Where is he now? After 29 
years in and out of various 
countries “The Man Without a 
Country,” now 55, is back in 
A m erica 
Ironically, he 
returned in January, just 
after the Bicentennial. He is 
not rid of his compulsion, 
though; he has set up a branch 
of his world administration in 
the National Press Building, 
and his movement lives 


Davis maintains that his 
return to the U.S. is not a 
defeat for his convictions. “I 
did not condemn America, I 
did not say I didn't like it; in 
becoming a world citizen I 
was only trying to save it.” 
Davis believes the ultimate 
patriot in a nuclear time is he 


Far from being anti- 
American, actually, the 
slight, bearded, balding ac­ 
tivist has modeled his world 
government after that of his 
birthplace. His world of 
tomorrow would be one in 
which earth’s bureaucracy 
would be Lincolnesque. The 
“world constitution” borrows 
heavily from Tom Jefferson, 
not at all from Lenin or Attila 
Not that Davis necessarily 
defines the American ex­ 
perience after the popular 
fashion. For instance, his 
view is that the founders 
would have appreciated world 
government, and, in a sense, 
even prepared for its legal 
eventuality; Davis says their 
c o n stitu tio n 
su g g e sts 
Americans have a “duty” to 
consider a world administra­ 
tion 
It’s all in the 10th Amend- 


ment. says Davis. He believes 
that short sentence, which 
grants almost unlimited 
rights to the people, is indica­ 
tion of the fathers' belief that 
individuals are sovereign, i.e. 
in charge of themselves 
Hence, according to Davis 
“Everyone has a right, and 
duty, to change loyalties if 
they choose " 
And choose they should, he 
adds, if their heads are on 
right. He points out that the 
18th-century concept of 
nationalism is now an unaffor­ 
dable luxury He says com­ 
petitive states now spend nine 
per cent of the world’s GNP 
on arms, that most of the 
states are hopelessly in debt, 
that doomsday may be right 
around the next international 
crisis. 
Enter world government. 
It's an ancient idea with an-

cien t en em ies. It was 
Caesar’s dream and Hitler s 
obsession. But Garry Davis 
asserts it is perhaps the only 
way man can guarantee 
tomorrow. Utopia? Not hard­ 
ly, Davis says, “But I believe 
we can at least have an earth 
without war and with univer­ 
sal assurance of human 
rights.” 
Already, even though its 
scope is next to nothing. Davis 
says his own version of world 
sovereignty has advanced 
human rights. His World Ser­ 
vice Authority has issued 
identity documents to aid 
stateless people; it has also 
issued thousands of world 
passports to people who have 
been unable to get travel 
papers 
from 
their 
governments 
Sometimes the documents 
work As many as 100 nations 
have reportedly honored the 
world passport at one time or 
another. As for the other I D., 
Davis says it has periodically 


meant new life for some un­ 
fortunates; when a dozen 
Cameroon exiles were put in a 
West German prison last 
year, world citizenship papers 
secured their release. 


The doc ume nt s have 
another side, of course. At 
present, as example, Garry 
Davis is in trouble with U.S. 
immigration officers because 
of his world passport. When he 
last entered this country he 
was, in essence, declared an 
illegal alien 
He claims a 
world citizen has a right to 
live where he pleases 


If he’s allowed to remain in 
America, Davis says he will 
re-invigorate interest in his 
world government Though he 
has no money, little following, 
and scant hope of success, he 
says he at least has the right 
idea: one day people may yet 
decide they want security so 
much that governments will 
have to move aside and let 
them have it. 


But perhaps the m ost 
serious drawback to the immi­ 
nent mass use of hydrogen is 
the lack of wide production 
and distribution facilities 
Estimates are it would cost 
trillions to even begin to build 
the plants and stations 
Hence, as one expert sighs. 
“ Building a hydrogen car 
without hydrogen outlets is 
like inventing a light bulb 
before electricity ” 


None of these problems is 
any surprise to the Wizard of 
Provo, however He says he 
does not claim to be ready for 
the hydrogen economy today 
What he preaches, along with 
hydrogen propaganda, is

Tuesday the bowhead whale 
appeared to be the winner. 
Sources said the Commerce 
Department decided not to file 
an objection to a bowhead whal­ 
ing ban imposed in June by 
scientists of the International 
Whaling Commission — a group 
of whaling nations. 
One State Department of­ 
ficial who had been holding out 
for the objection — assistant 
secretary for oceans Patsy 
Mink — apparently decided not 
to fight the Commerce Depart­ 
ment. sources said, leaving the 
reported government decision 
un contested 
The IWC scientists found the 
stock of bowhead whales has 
been so depleted by Eskimo 
hunters that the mammal’s ex­ 
istence would be threatened by 
further killing 
Its ban was to go into effect at 
the start of the new calender 
year. Under IWC rules, the 
government would have had to 
file an objection to the proposed 
ban bv Oct. 24. 


Eskimos are the only Ameri­ 
cans allowed to kill whales un­ 
der a provision of the Marine 
Mammal Protection Act which 
allows native subsistence hun­ 
ting 
On Tuesday, a lawyer for 
some native groups said the fall 
hunt was under way on an 
Island off Alaska with a report 
that two bowheads had been 
killed and divided up among 
Eskimos in the community. 
But the traditional methods 
of killing whales is not what got 
the bowhead stocks in trouble 
Modern age Eskimos, some 
equipped with grenades or 
walkie-talkies, are reported to 
have made the whales easy 
prey. 
Bowheads. hunted by aborig­ 
ines since prehistoric times, 
migrate along the Arctic coast 
of Alaska in spring and fall, and 
probably spend their winters 
and summers along the edge of 
the pack ice. 
They have an average of 20 in­ 
ches of blubber and are 
believed to be able to stay un­ 
derwater for as long as one 
hour. 
The N at io n a l Wildlife 
Federation says it is opposing 
the hunt because it believes in 
native rights

Public 
record rule 
changed 


The California Department of 
Motor Vehicles is changing the 
rules on the public’s access to 
its files. 


Beginning this week anytime 
an individual seeks data from 
som eone e ls e ’s 
v e h ic le 
registration records, the owner 
of the vehicle will be notified, 
told the name of the person 
seeking the information and the 
reason given for seeking it The 
requester’s identification will 
be verified 


The form that the requester 
must fill out at a DMV office to 
obtain the data will remain in 
DMV files for 90 days, available 
to law enforcement and other 
authorities 


These are the key provisions 
of Assembly Bill 465 authored 
by R ed o n d o B each A s­ 
semblywoman Marilyn Ryan. 
The bill is effective January 1, 
1978, but DMV is activating its 
provisions now, under the direc­ 
tor’s discretionary authority. 
Hie new Law parallels a DMV 
policy instituted by Director 
Herman Sillas in February 
1976, under which the notifica­ 
tion to the subject of an inquiry 
had been on a spot-check pilot 
basis, with only some subjects 
so advised.

One of the worst experiences I had was going to a night game at Candlestick. 
It was in June and I thought it was going to be a balmy evening. Instead I felt like I 
was a couple miles north of the South pole. Cold isn’t the word for it—unbearable is 
more like it.

A couple of years ago the fans in San Francisco approved a $17 million bond issue 
that would revamp and upgrade Candlestick. 
“I think the expression is “being taken“ and the fans were. 
For $17 million the Giants added another deck to Candlestick, completely enclosed 
the stadium and put in escalators. Great. But somebody forgot the roof and the wind 
off the Bay still whips through like gangbusters. 
The guy who designed Candlestick must have been a Dodger fan. 
Opposing teams don’t like to play in San Francisco because of the cold, the lousy 
dressing rooms and an artificial surface that’s as hard as Union Square. 
But that’s only the stadium. What the Giants do down on the field should be in­ 
vestigated by the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
What the Giant plavers and front office do to the National Pastime is a crime. 
The deals the Giants have made down through the years haw become the all-time 
worst. 
If baseball ever kept a list on the all-time worst trades the Giants would top the 
list. 
The Indians got a better deal for Manhattan than the Giants got for George Foster. 
The Giants reasoned Foster was a malcontent, a guy who didn t fit in with the 
scheme of things in San Francisco. 
So. bang, George is traded for Frank Duffy 
At last count Foster ended the 1977 season with a 320 average with 52 home runs 
and 149 RBI. And where is Frank9 In Cleveland 
Another trade that was going to save the Giants was Gaylord Perry for Sudden Sam 
McDowell 
Perrv lasted a couple of seasons with the Indians before being traded to Texas and 
one year after the deal—suddenly Sam was gone Maybe that s how Sam got his 
nickname 
There is more irony down through Giants history than in an Arthur Miller play. 
It’s not that the Giants have had bad trades it s trying to handle the players 
properly after they get them that’s the problem 
Take Bobby Mercer Now here was a guy who wanted to get out of New York, even 
though he was being touted as another Mickey Mantle 
“The press carved you up one side and down the other, 
he said 
“In San Francisco I’ve found the press to be more receptive and a pretty good 
bunch of guvs ’’ 
The honeymoon ended when Mercer couldn’t bring the Giants a pennant and all 
sorts of stories in Bay Area pleaded with the Giants management to unload Mercer. 
They obliged and Bobby enjoyed one of his better seasons for the Cubs in Chicago. 
In return the Giants got Bill Madlock, the two-time National League batting cham- 
pion 
, 
. 
While Mercer flourished. Madlock folded and hit well below his potential. 
In recent years the Giants have had trouble staying afloat in the Bay city (no pun 
intended». and even the most ardent San Francisco fan will tell you the problem is the 
Giants have forgotten how to win. 
For as long as the Giants have been in San Francisco they have been a power ball 
club To this day they still believe they are a power club even though they lost big 
guns like Mays. Orlando Cepeda and Jim Ray Hart. 
Willie McCovey is still around but at 39 he can’t be expected to carry the load. 
The Giants are one of the few teams in baseball that have clung to tradition. And it 
will be tradition that will keep the Giants struggling like the perennial losers they 
are.

Gary Gilmore's 
cousin sues magazine 


SALT LAKE CITY (U PD - 
A cousin of executed killer 
Gary Gilmore has filed a $4 6 
m illion federal court suit 
against Time, Inc., and the 
publishing firm 's Peop le 
Magazine, alleging the publica­ 
tion intruded on her privacy and 
that a resulting article had a 
“ reckless disregard” for the 
truth. 
The suit, filed by Brenda 
Nicol, alleges a writer and a 
photographer for People Maga­ 
zine forced their way into Mrs. 
Nicol’s Pleasant Grove, Utah, 
home on Dec. 18, 1976, to ques­ 
tion her and her daughter about 
their connection to Gilmore. 
She said the two magazine 
employes, identified as Cheryl 
McCall and John Telford of 
New York City, “ intruded on 
her privacy” and “ damaged” 
her home, that they “ extracted 
statements” and took pictures 


of Mrs. Nicol without her per­ 
mission. 
Gilmore, 36, said in an inter­ 
view that on the night of July, 
20.1976, after he shot to death a 
Provo motel clerk, he called 
Mrs. Nicol. asking her to pick 
him up at the scene. He said 
Mrs. Nicol called police in­ 
stead, and G ilm o re was 
arrested early the next morning 
near the Nicol home. 


Gilmore was convicted Oct 
7, 1976, of the slaying of motel 
clerk Bennie Bushnell, 26 He 
was executed by a firing squad 
Jan. 17, 1977, at the Utah State 
Prison. 


Mrs. Nicol is asking the 
federal court to award her $1.5 
m illio n for “ d istress and 
anguish” caused by an article 
that appeared in People Maga­ 
zine following the incident at 
her home.

"W e haven’t uncovered any­ 
thing yet,” an F B I spokesman 
said Tuesday about the widen­ 
ing investigation “ Because of 
the value (of the missing 
jewels), the logical places to 
look are the big cities.” 
Jaroslawicz. 25. was found 
dead at a gem cutter’s tiny of­ 
fice in the heart of New York’s 
diamond district on Sept 28. 
The F B I confirmed agents 
also are looking for almost $2 
million worth of gems taken in 
three prior armed robberies 
and $300.000 in stones Manhat­ 
tan gem d ealer Abraham 
Shafizadeh had in his posses­ 
sion when he disappeared dur­ 
ing a July 28 trip to Puerto 
Rico 
The agency also is assisting 
in the case of Haskell Kronen- 
berg, a Manhattan diamond 
salesman found shot to death 
Sept. 1 while carrying an un­ 
known amount of diamonds in 
Key Largo. Fla 
In Puerto Rico Tuesday, 
authorities reopened two old 
murder cases involving jewelry 
brokers and stepped up the 
search for Shafizadeh 
San Juan Chief of Detectives 
Hector M Lugo said he could 
not confirm that Shafizadeh. 31, 
ever arrived in Puerto Rico. 
“ It ’s as if he was swallowed 
up by the earth,” Lugo said. 


Lugo said he is reopening the 
cases of two jewelers killed on 
the island three years ago — 
Leo Dershowitz of New York 
and Hodard Block of Chicago. 
Dershowitz was found with 
two bullet wounds in the head 
on Feb. 7, 1974, in a San Juan 
suburb. About $240.000 in 
jewelry was reported missing 
from his personal effects 
On Aug 31.1974. Block’s body 
was found with two bullets in 
the head on the eastern out­ 
skirts of San Juan.

Leyva said Mexican authori­ 
ties are using direct observa­ 
tion and remote sensors to find 
fields of narcotics crops; are 
destroying the fields manually 
and with herbicides; are using 
socioeconomic studies to deter­ 
mine why farmers grow narcot­ 
ic crops and if they could be 
persuaded to grow other crops. 
He said 50,425 poppy and 
m arijuana fields had been 
destroyed by Mexican authori­ 
ties between Dec. 1. 1976. and 
Aug 31. 1977. Leyva said 3.077 
M exican citizens and 177 
foreigners had been arrested 
during that period. 
Authorities also seized 658 
tons of dried and packaged 
marijuana, six tons of marijua­ 
na seeds, 449 kilograms of 
hashish, 221 
kilogram s of 
cocaine. 174 kilogram s of 
• heroin and 4.450,000 toxic pills, 
Leyva said.

But Fischer added, "The in­ 
vestigation made clear that no 
basic anti-Sem itic feeling 
motivated the actions.”

Wrong timing 


A subcom m ittee of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee voted to raise the ceil­ 
ing on the amount of money a 
“working retiree’’ may earn 
and still receive full Social 
Security benefits. 
The present ceiling is $3,000 
a year. For every $2 above 
that limit that a retired person 
under 72 earns, his Social 
Security pension is cut by $1. 
Under the Social Security sub­ 
committee’s proposal, the 
limit would go to $4,500 next 
year, then to $6,000 in 1979 and 
beyond. 
I t’s estim ated that the 
change would affect about a 
million and a half retirees and 
would cost the Social Security 
trust fund $1.2 billion in 1978 


and $2.5 billion in 1979. 
There’s no question that the 
earnings limitation works a 
hardship for many older 
Americans. However, to draw 
another $1.2 billion to $2.5 
billion a year out of the 
already depleted trust fund is 
asking more of the system 
than it can reasonably bear at 
this time. Even as it is, the 
e a r n i n g s 
ce i l i n g 
will 
automatically go up to $3,240 
next year, simply because of 
inflation. 
It seems that Congress 
should be able to devote its ef­ 
forts to putting Social Security 
on a sound and a brankruptcy- 
proof basis first, then it can 
certainly consider liberalizing 
the benefits.

THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
Boeing is gradually coming back in 
employment statistics in the Seattle 
area. Currently, nearly 50,000 are 
employed from a high of more than 
100,000. The commercial airplane ac­ 
tivity, accounting for nearly two-thirds 
of Boeing’s business, employs 6,000 in 747 
construction ... For an ear splitting ex­ 
perience, visit Boeing’s 747 assembly 
line.

WASHINGTON - The asbestos 
manufacturers, hit by a barrage of 
million-dollar lawsuits, hope to win them 
cheaply on Capitol Hill. A bill to save the 
industry from costly litigation has been 
offered by Rep. Millicent Fenwick, R- 
N.J. This involved little effort for her; 
the industry cheerfully 
helped draft it for her. 
The lawsuits are be­ 
ing filed by workers 
who contracted cancer 
or lung disease from 
breathing asbestos 
fibers. At least 400,000 
workers are expected 
to die from such ex­ 
posure. The nation’s 
largest asbestos firm, 
Johns-M anville, is 
fighting nearly 400 
lawsuits. 
This is the same company, incidental­ 
ly, that persuaded the congresswoman to 
sponsor the timely bill. Its attorney help­ 
fully prepared the right legislative 
language, with some help from her staff 
and the asbestos workers union. 


The legislation would prevent workers 
from suing their employers or their un­ 
ions It would provide modest federal 
payments instead for some disabled 
asbestos workers. “This bill should more 
properly be called the Asbestos Industry 
Release from Liability Act,” fumed one 
union member. 


Fenwick is a dignified, 67-year-old con­ 
gresswoman who belies her grand­ 
motherly image by puffing on a pipe. Her 
charity toward Johns-Manville may be 
influenced by the presence of its largest 
plant in her district in a town named 
Manville, N.J. 


Fenwick’s office acknowledged that 
the company president, John McKinney, 
“was actively involved in initiating this 
bill.” The congresswoman believes, 
nevertheless, that workers “who can’t 
afford to sue or who might lose in court” 


would be better off with government 
benefits. A Johns-Manville spokesman 
insisted it was a joint effort and said the 
bill would benefit a greater number of 
workers. 


PORK BARREL: Public works 
projects are supposed to help depressed 
areas revitalize their industries and 
create jobs for the unemployed. But the 
Economic Development Administration, 
which doles out the money for these pork 
barrel projects, has demonstrated a 
political preference to help the un­ 
employed in the right congressional dis­ 
tricts. 


Minnesota, for example, has 68 coun­ 
ties eligible for development money. 
Only 10 of them are located in the con­ 
gressional district that ex-Rep. John 
Blatnik, D-Minn., used to represent. Yet 
he wound up with more than half of the 
$73 million distributed to the state. 


The fortunate Blatnik, you see, was 
chairman of the House Economic 
Development subcommittee. Now Blat­ 
nik is retired and his chair has been 
taken over by Rep. Robert Roe, D-N.J. 
Suddenly, his district was blessed with 
pork barrel projects. Its share of New 
Jersey’s development money shot up 
from 10 per cent to 56 per cent. 


The Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration, apparently, is more skilled 
at pleasing politicians than keeping 
books. Hundreds of millions of dollars 
are unaccounted for, including $95 
million in New Jersey, $22 million in 
Louisiana and $14 million in Minnesota. 


This doesn’t mean embezzlers have 
made off with the loot; it’s more likely 
the books merely need to be overhauled. 
Blatnik, Roe and the administration, in­ 
cidentally, joined in denying any 
political influence. Pork barrel money 
was funneled into the Blatnik and Roe 
districts, a spokesman solemnly at­ 
tested, because they could justify the 


need.

GAS GOOF: The rush to pipe natural 
gas from Alaska to the lower states 
could cost America billions of barrels of 
crude oil. A confidential report warns 
that the gas is needed to help force the 
oil out of the ground. 
But Americans are running short of 
natural gas to heat their homes and 
buildings. This has stimulated a move to 
construct a gigantic pipeline across 
Canada to transport the Alaskan gas. 
Premature withdrawal of the gas, ex­ 
perts warn, could cause huge oil deposits 
to become stranded below ground. They 
were com m issioned by Alaskan 
authorities to conduct the study. 
The trans-Canada pipeline is scheduled 
to take four years to construct. If it is 
completed on time and the gas is drained 
off the Prudhoe Bay oil fields, con­ 
sumers could lose up to 15 per cent of our 
known oil reserves, the confidential 
study contends. 


The report recommends that technical 
methods be studied for maintaining pres­ 
sure on the oil before the gas pipeline is 
opened. Otherwise, declares the study, 
“Four billion barrels of oil may be the 
trade-off.” This is enough to supply 
America’s total energy needs for a full 
year. 


BANK PROBE: State auditors have 
quietly descended on at least 11 of New 
York City’s major banks. They were sent 
by New York’s Department of Taxation 
and Finance to check whether the big 
banks have been avoiding state taxes. 
“Were going to take a tougher ap­ 
proach,” James Tully Jr., the state tax 
commissioner, told us.

The military 
and Panama 


Opponents of the proposed Panama 
Canal treaty have arguments that are 
plausible (notably; that the United 
States will be perceived to be retreating 
in metronomic beat all over the world), 
and some that are implausible. In the se­ 
cond category one finds most offensive 
the argument that our 
entire active senior 
military are putting 
their careers ahead of 
the interests of their 
country by recom ­ 
mending a treaty they 
know to be injurious to 
the strategic security 
of the country. 
When on Tuesday 
the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
G e n e ra l 
Brown, 
testified before the 
Foreign Relations Committee he was 
asked directly whether his judgment and 
that of his associates — including the 
commander-in-chief of the United States 
Southern Command in the Canal Zone, 
General McAuliffe (no relation to Nuts) 
— were influenced by President Carter’s 
advocacy of the treaty, he replied with 
some heat that this was not so. The honor 
system at West Point has had problems 
in recent years, but few critics of the 
Academy have gone so far as to suggest 
that the nation’s senior military officers, 
obeying the demands of Duty, Honor, 
and Country, are sworn to serve the 
president of the United States as 
ventriloquists’ puppets. 
It is frequently cited as presumptive 
proof of executive intimidation that it 
was only a few weeks ago that President 
Carter recalled a general from South 
Korea for criticizing publicly Carter’s 
decision to diminish our military 
presence there. There is an important 
distinction here. 
No member of the military may cam­ 
paign publicly against his commander- 
in-chief’s decisions. But his expert judg­ 
ment in purely military matters is 
always available to Congress, and there 
is no historical presumption that he will 
distort his testimony for sycophantic 
reasons The special competence of the 
military in the matter of the Canal has to 
do with a single question: Is the opera­ 
tion of the Canal affected a) favorably; 
or b) unfavorably, by the proposed 
treaty? 
General Brown brought up the point 
that the treaty incorporates the specific 
recommendations of the military made 
four years ago, before anybody had ever 
heard of Jimmy Carter. Indeed, he said 
that “the key point that finally” — i.e., 
at the insistence of the military, backed 
up by the negotiators — "found its ex­ 
pression in the Treaty of Neutrality was 
conceived within the Defense 
Department.” 


General McAuliffe said he had worked 
for two years with the Joint Chiefs to in­ 
sure that "our defense requirements 
were taken care of” in the treaties. Ad­ 
miral Holloway, chief of Naval Opera­ 
tions , testified through an aide that in his 
judgment “the continued use of the 
Panama Canal for military purposes in 
our national defense plans is best as­ 
sured through the provisions of the new 
treaties.” 


It is true that retired admirals in a 
statement several weeks ago denounced 
the treaty. Asked to account for this, 
General Brown hazarded that their op­ 
position had crystallized before they ac­ 
tually studied the proposed treaties. 
“While I respect their sincerity and in­ 
tegrity, I question how well-informed 
they were.” Needless to say, it is an 
obligation of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee to hear out these 
retired military men and to come to a 
conclusion respecting their differences 
with the incumbent senior military. 


As one struggles for perspective in the 
whole matter one recognizes how much 
one’s judgment tends to be affected by 
the character and reputation of the 
players. President Carter is widely 
believed to be in the tradition of the re­ 
cent great appeasers of the Democratic 
Party: and therefore his sponsorship of 
the treaty influences many people 
against it. Surely if the treaty had been 
sent to the Senate by, let us say, Presi­ 
dent Douglas MacArthur, it would have 
been received with presumptive 
hospitality by Senate conservatives? 


Torrijos is an unattractive, left- 
leaning, demagogic tyrant. What if the 
prime minister of Panama had been, let 
us say, Syngman Rhee? 
Suppose that the principal negotiator 
had not been associated with the defeat 
in Vietnam and the retreat in Dutch New 
Guinea but, instead, had been — General 
Curtis LeMay? 


And yet the treaty speaks for itself. 
The continued authority of the United 
States to guarantee safe passage is as­ 
sured — provided we elect a President 
willing to use his powers as commander- 
in-chief. The preeminence of the 
American fleet is assured — provided we 
elect Congressmen and Senators who 
maintain our military strength. 


The desire of the Panamanians for 
sovereignty over the spinal column of 
their country is as genuine whether they 
are tyrannized over by Torrijos, or led 
gently by Pericles. If we are determined 
to mistrust everyone — the president, 
the military, the Senate — what use is a 
canal to us? There are many reasons to 
doubt that, given the tradition of U.S. 
leadership since World War II, we are 
going to survive into the next century, 
but none of these doubts is rarefied in the 
language of the proposed treaties.
